b. On page 2 in the User Saftey Requirements box, second line; add parenthesis to "(PPE)".
c. On page 3 in the Agricultural Use Requirements box, line 6; add "(REI)" after "restricted-

entry interval".
d. On page 3, in the Agricultural Use Requirements box, second paragraph, first line; delete

"restricted-entry interval" before "(REI)".
e. On page 3, above "Directions For Use", add another section titled "Physical or Chemical

Hazards", and add this sentence- "Do not use with or store near any oxidizing or reducing
agents."

f. On page 4, in "Product Information" delete, "Add required amount.. .material in suspension"
because it is also on page 5 in "Mixing Instructions". Similarly delete "Apply to turf in no
less..per acre" because this is also on page 5 hi ""Turf Application Directions".

Season per" and add "year" after "fl. oz./l,000" in the middle max appl rate box (ie. "fl
oz./lOOO sq. ft/year"; delete "per Season" and add "per year" after "(Pints/Acre)" in the right
hand box (ie."Pints/Acre/year"). In the table change the two locations of "119.8" to "120" to
match the "120 pints" in the text of "Tees, Greens and Aprons".

j. On page 7 in four locations and globally, change "per Season" to "per Year".
k. On page 7, delete the undefined "other turf areas" in "Fairways and other turf areas".
1. On page 8, delete "Such as but not limited to:" because all intended use sites must be listed.
m. On page 9, in the ornamental single application rate section delete ".. .or a total of 43.6.. .per

season". In the cut flower single application rate section delete "...and 43.6 pints.. .per
season". These are already covered by the equal statement in the seasonal max application
section below them.

3. By 11-16-2013 submit one year GLP studies for guidelines 830.6317 (one year storage
stability) and 830.6320 (corrosion characteristics).

4. Submit one, copy of the revised final printed label with all these changes before the
product is released for shipment.

QUALI-PRO® ENCLAVE 5.3 F is a flowable product containing fungicides with multiple modes of action,
to provide broad-spectrum preventative and curative control of all major turf diseases that injure ccld- a.id
warm-season turf on golf courses.

Apply QUALI-PRO® ENCLAVE 5.3 F with ground equipment using sufficient volume of spray t& orovide
thorough coverage. Add required amount of QUALI-PRO® ENCLAVE 5.3 F to partially filled tank agitated
by mechanical or hydraulic means and then add remaining required amount of water. Continuous agitauon
is required to keep the material in suspension. Do not tank mix with highly alkaline pesticides such as
Bordeaux mixture or lime sulfur. No claim of compatibility with other pesticides is implied. Use the higher
rate under conditions of severe disease pressure.

QUALI-PRO® ENCLAVE 5.3 F is effective for strategies designed to minimize the risk of disease
resistance that could otherwise develop by continuous use of single-site mode of action fungicides. To
avoid the development of tolerant or resistant strains of fungi, QUALI-PRO® ENCLAVE 5.3 F should be
alternated with a fungicide of different chemistry such as one from the strobilurin (Qol) class (FRAC Code
11) for season-long programs. DO NOT USE PRODUCTS CONTAINING THIABENDAZOLE OR OTHER
PRODUCTS CONTAINING THIOPHANATE METHYL IN COMBINATION OR IN ROTATION WITH
